Dear Sherwood: 

It now looks as if we are going to have a very strong 
group for the Seminar, I enolose a revised list. In my 
opinion this group is as significant, if not more so. than 
the first group we had, I think you will" he dolightod with 
the quality of the group. You will* doubtless be startled 
at the number. I have talked this over at length with 
Ned and he says there is no reason why the group should be 
kept under thirty, providing the quality is high. He 
says that it will be easy to seouro all accommodations 
neoessary either at Sutties or one of the Y.M.G.A. hotels, 

Mallon is in this oountry now but I have not been able 
to got in touch with him since my roturn. I expeat to see 
him in Washington on Thursday or in New York within the 
next two weeks, I plan to have a long talk with him 
about the whole program. He wrote me that Toynbee Hall 
would not bo able to accommodate more than eight or nine, 

I do not regard this as a serious disadvantage. I think 
we oan hold our meetings in the room whera we were before. 
This room, you will recall, oan easily accommodate 60* 
or 60, I am of the opinion that it will be more satis¬ 

factory to you if you stay at Sutties, This is nearer the 
British Museum and will offer you more freedom. As far as 
I am oonoornod, I would muoh prefer to bo at Cutties rather 
than Toynbee Hall. I have written to Willis as per the 

enolosed letter. You may oare to send him an additional - 
word. Red is sailing tomorrow and will doubtless 

see you soon. 

You will be interested in tho enolosed folder announcing 
Facing the Crisis. I havo had 25,000 oopies printed. 

Johnson is sending out one to oaoh subscriber for the 
Information Service. Fred Harris is going to send out 
seven or eight thousand to his Association mailing list. 

I am trying to get it sent out by Taylor also and the other 
Social Service secretaries. We shall plan to soatter them 
about freely at the various summer conferences. I am 
also sending this to our Fellowship list. You will recall 
that we sent out 5000 of the green folder announcing this 
book shortly after its publication. Doran has given the 
book wide newspaper publicity. Harris has included it in 
several little folders that he has issued and it has been 
advertised along with other Association Press publications. 
The book has received more advertising than has Christianity 
and Economic Problems. I have had copies on sale at all of 
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the Fellowship conferences. I am sorry if I have given 
you reason to believe that 1 am not sufficiently interested 
in its promotion. .1 am not sure how much less circulation 
there has boon because of my unfortunato blunder with the 
study outline. 

I am sending out the various articles on 
Palestine) that you have sent. I think we shall bo able 
to make good use of all of these. I am very much 
interested in all that you have written. 

I am writing to Mr. Lookhart in aooordanoe with 
your suggestion that ho send the $10,000 for Always 
College to the Y.M.C.A. through the Sherwood iSddy Fund and 
that they forward it to K, T, Paul, 

I shall be writing you shortly with reference 
to finances. At the present time wo are rather short. 

I expect something from Dr. Day shortly and Mr, Gamble 
will doubtless be making another payment before long. 

I am talking with Mr, Fanchor about selling 
fibOOO, worth of .the Procter and Gamble stock, I 
understand that you do not want this amount to go into the 
regular Sddy and Page account but that, you desire him to 
purchase Liberty Bonds.

Dear Kirby: 

Some days ago now oame your fine lung letter of April 4th 
whioh Laura and I oertainly did appreciate. Having received other 
epistles from you since we arrived in China, I feel muoh ashamed 
for not having written you before but the weeks and months sine© 
we have arrived in China have been full whioh fact, however, isn't 
half so responsible for my not having written as Just the plain faot 
that I would sooner do anything under the shining sun almost than 
write a letter even to those I love the most. 

Laura and I are overjoyed to learn of the success whioh has 
crowned your work this year. We all knew it was coming and this 
is only the beginning. I am so glad you stayed at home this 
year and gave up the idea of travelling with Eddy. Eddy's visit 
here was anything but a success and I haven't heard one person who 
has had a good thing to say for him on this last trip. It is not 
that he is ahead of his times. There are literally hundreds of 
socially minded Christians here who see eye to eye with us but 
they simply couldn't stand Eddy this last trip. His failing for 
exaggeration in order to make his point is going to be his undoing. 

I think it is responsible more than anything else for people's 
attitude. It is so unscientific and unchristian. I do hope 
Eddy won't make another trip out here for I fear if he does he 
will find people's attitude towards him very different. I had a 
good talk with Eddy about it all while he was here and didn't 
spare him I fear. At the time I think it may have helped for his 
last talk here did much to remove some of the really bitter 
hostility. I do love Mr. Eddy so that it hurts to see him going 
to pieces this way. He Just can't realize how his disregard of 
the absolute truth is hurting him. 

Save for a week at Chinese New Year when we went up to Changsha 
we have been continuing on the Job here at Boone. Laura is teaching 
Sociology and two courses in the middle school and I have economics, 
a course in business organization and money and banking, a course 
in history in the middle school, and between us we have been 
teaching Political Science. Every spare minute whioh has not been 
spent on teaching or preparation for teaching has gone into language 
study. It is a great study, this language and in spite of its being 
so difficult is most fasoinating. 

Laura and I are more convinced than ever that God meant us to 
come to China. This sure is the land of need and it is a moral 
more than an intellectual need great as the latter la. it is 
Christianity China needs more than anything else and it is Christianity 
she must have before ever she can get ahead. 

We are feeling very strongly the need of working out something 
practical here in the line of an industrial experiment where we 
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oan demonstrate a lot of the things we are trying to teaoh. We 
may approach the problem through a cooperative manned 
by our own commercial students. When I get further along with 
the language I am going to see what can be done. 

The bandit situation seems to be getting worse and if 
things go on as they are foreign intervention is sure to come. I 
am not sure that it might not prove a blessing though 1 sincerely 
wish it were not necessary. 

Laura a nfl i read your articles in the Christian Century as 
they appeared. You are on the right track Kirby. If the 
letters from Wuchang are few and far between don't forget however 
that I love you and pray for you as of old. Laura joins me in 
sending love to Alma and the kiddies.

Dear Sherwood: 

I had a good talk with Manley .on Friday. He says they are 
not able to make an adequate reply to your letter until 1 
have had a staff meeting which is scheduled for the end of this 
month. He was very sympathetic and I feel sure that he will do every 
thing within hie power to make a satisfactory adjustment. I tried 
to assure him of my own interest in the financial problems of the 
X^oreign Department and think we have a better understanding now* 

I am a good deal perplexed about your suggestion that the Foreign 
Department assume responsibility' for setting up your soolal- 
evangelistic meetings in various cities. My first impression is 
that thiB is hardly practicable. I think it would seriously affeot 
your money raising, and on the other hand, I am inclined to believe 
that the Association is not the beet agenoy to arrange your meetings 
with preachers and ohuroh workers. I am inclined to believe that 
in most cities you will get a much better sot-up through the 
Federation of Qhurohes or through a group of significant individuals. 

It is probable, however, that in some oities your best approach will 
bo through the Association. Mr. Manley and I are going to talk 
again about this after the staff meeting. I assure you that I shall 
endeavor to be fully sympathetlo to their point of view. 

You will be interested in the enclosed letters to Cherrington ^ 
and Taylor. At the meeting of the Executive Committee Friday it 
was decided to divide the supervising and responsibility for the 
Fellowship and have three or four secretaries instead of one. Cherrington 
oan take oare of the Rocky Mountain and Pacific Coat, region, while 
Alva Taylor oan oover the Central statos. We have not yet found the 
right persons for the Eastern States and for the Southern States. 

He hud a splendid meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Fellowship and I am quite enoouraged over prospects for the coming 
year. I am sending out a general communication of the Fellowship 
within a few dayB, copy of which I will send you. 

You will be interested in the enolosed letter from Er. Day.^

Most of tho books on Stewardship aro 
entirely too shallow, so it seems to mo. I shall hope to talk this 
over in detail with you when I see you. 

Under all the oiBoumstanoos I shall not plan to sail until 
June 23 rd. I think it will be quite worth while to come over on the 
same boat with the other members of the group.

Dear Kirby: 

I have never been quite so uncertain as to the path to follow aB 
during the last few weeks. My heart is in the Fellowship Program as you know, 
and, of course, I feel the tremendous pull of the "free lance" opportunity. 
Nevertheless, there has been no clear lead that I ought to depart from the 
Student Work per se just now. I found Dave truly sympathetic with the Fellow¬ 
ship and very appreciative of all that this opportunity might involve for me. 

He raised no objections to ray accepting the offer if I was clearly led to do so, 
but I thought I sensed that it would leave him and the International Work 
definitely crippled should I depart at this time. 

I discovered while in New York that A. R. Elliott plans to study in 
Union at least for the first half of the coming college year and that Shedd 
is to study at Yale (perhaps this should be kept in confidence). These plans 
were definitely settled before my conference with Dave. Should I leave with 
these two men temporarily out of their fields our total work in the nation 
would unquestionably be seriously handicapped, as it takes some time to break 
in new men no matter how capable they may be. On top of these' facts is the 
additional fact that the South had been without a Student man until recently 
and even now it will take some time for Bergthold to get his stride. 

I think Dave feels as we do that upon the outcome of the Constitutional 
Convention depends the future significance of our Student Movement. If we 
are disappointed in the things that happen there then not only I, but I imagine 
several of the other older men must seriously question the advisability of 
continuing much longer with the Student Work. Having in mind these factors 
I have enumerated it seemed quite clear that, for the present, I ought to stay 
by the work in the Rocky Mountain Region. 

In considering the possibility of full-time Fellowship work, I raised 
the question with Dave as to whether I might not still be connected with the 
Student Department and it was his favorable reply to this query which led me 
to make the suggestion in my telegram to the effect that I might give one third 
of the year to the Fellowship service outside of this Region. Of course, this 
would be entirely outside, for during the other two thirds of the year I shall 
be working on the Fellowship principle and promotion at every opportunity. So 
it really would mean giving much more than a third of my time for Fellowship 
purposes.

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If it is agreeable to you, I should prefer that you make the propo¬ 
sition to Dave. You could feel free to tell him that we have discussed the 
idea and that I am favorable if it meets with his approval. I surely hope 
it will work out this way, for I feel confident that arrangements can be made 
to usd students and local secretaries in supplementing my travels in the Region 
and that there should be some definite achievement for the Fellowship in this 
area and on the Pacific Coast. 


Now, as to a meeting with you, Alva Taylor, and other members of the 
Executive Committee,- I could come to Cleveland for a conference on May 30th, 
or the 1st or 2nd of June (I am scheduled for a Commencement Address at Central 
City, Nebraska on the 4th, and following that return for the opening of our 
Estes Conference), or any time from the 20th to 28th of June inclusive, although 
I presume this will be too late for you. I too shall be anxious for this 
conference as I should like to have plans well in hand for the Fellowship work 
in the West in case Porter agrees to the arrangement.

Editorial 


ORTHODOX OR LIBERAL? 

HE meeting of the Presbyterian General As¬ 
sembly at Indianapolis and the Baptist Con¬ 
vention at Atlantic City ought to make clear 
to everybody the irrepressible religious conflict of our 
generation. Recently Mr. Champe Andrews declared 
in The Leader that the struggle of the next fifty years 
will be to determine whether the Church or Big 
Business shall control Christianity. Consciously or 
unconsciously the merely orthodox in the churches are 
allies, or, still worse, in many instances the tools, of 
that type of greed represented by the great fighting 
groups of capitalists in Europe who will go to the 
limit of another world war, or beyond, if it seems to 
offer them added opportunities for social plunder. 

Orthodoxy and Liberalism represent two funda¬ 
mentally conflicting attitudes that men have taken 
in all ages. Orthodoxy is the religion of the backward 
look, the fixed form, and the parrot thought. It is 
the pose of high church people of low religious instincts, 
who like to conceal indolent ignorance and cowardly 
incapacity by pretending there is no more truth to 
discover. Liberalism is the religion of the forward 
look, the growing life and the broadening fellowship. 
Roger Williams writing in his journal, “Doubtless the 
Lord hath more and greater light to break forth from 
His Holy Word,” was a liberal. His followers, who 
refuse the sacrament to all not baptized by a certain 
form, are merely orthodox. 

It is only the spiritually old and the childishly 
ignorant who still believe religion to be the property 
of the Church, or that it finds its only expression in 
Churches. The time has passed when anybody except 
the self-interested pretends that any particular Church 
has a monopoly of the truth. There is a growing 
recognition within and without the Churches that 
religion is greater than any of its forms and truer 
than any of its creeds. The question of whether the 
Church of the future is to be Liberal or Orthodox is 
not to be answered by using these words in any nar¬ 
row or traditional sense, nor by any nice attempt to 
balance dogma against dogma. The world will no 
more be saved by the Winchester Profession of 1803 
than by the Westminster Confession of 1846 or by the 
“Apostles Creed,” that appears to have been so called 
from the fact that the Apostles had nothing to do 
with it. Creeds and organizations do not save the 
world. They are only means and machinery by which 
and through which spiritual life may function. 

There is an honest difference of opinion among 


those who are trying to follow Jesus as to whether the 
mechanism of historic Christianity can be remodeled 
or whether it will have to be scrapped and something 
wholly new put in its place. So far those who would 
have us believe the destruction of all existing forms to 
be necessary have offered us little but assertion. The 
so-called community churches are not numerous 
enough or successful enough to be considered as more 
than elementary laboratory experiments. 

Meanwhile, however, it is increasingly clear that 
the present situation is intolerable. What we ought 
to have and have immediately is a realignment of the 
two great Protestant groups—-the Orthodox on the 
one side and the Liberal on the other. There is, and 
will be for a long time to come, a place and use for 
religious organizations based upon tradition and exer¬ 
cising authority. But the present, and much more the 
future, thunder an insistent demand for a free fellow¬ 
ship of those who see that Jesus is the leader of the 
future and not simply a creature of the past. The 
men and women who see what the religion of Jesus 
means in terms of modern life, and are dominated by 
any real purpose to live it, must not simply set them¬ 
selves to the task of making Orthodox Churches 
liberal, but more and more to the creation of a Liberal 
Church through which the life Jesus lived may come 
more and more into the lives of men. 

If the Church be or become Orthodox it will die 
from senile decay. In such measure as it has the 
courage to think new thoughts and live a growing 
life, its own life will grow. The human race is going 
forward and climbing upward. Whether the Church 
shall go with it depends on whether the Church is 
Orthodox or Liberal.

HIFTLESS business methods as well as poor preach* 
ing and indifferent parish work alienate intelli¬ 
gent people from the church. We are advised 
to be “diligent in business” as well as “fervent in 
spirit,” “serving the Lord.” The advice applies to 
conventions as well as to parishes. 

Attention to matters presented, full reports of 
money transactions, auditing of books, orderly par¬ 
liamentary procedure, constitutional guarantees of 
the rights of minorities, conciseness and point to the 
debates, prompt action—all are included in diligence 
in business. Nobody can accuse our General Conven¬ 
tions of not proceeding in constitutional and legal 
ways. On the contrary, our hands have been tied

too often by our regulations, and we have failed dis¬ 
mally in diligence through our strenuous, efforts to 
achieve it. Happily the revised constitution sets us 

What we must always bear in mind is that while we 
are a corporation, we are first and foremost a Church. 

One of our voung ministers very properly was set 
down by the chairman in the Boston Ministers' Meet¬ 
ing as out of order. But another young man, who lias 
just succeeded John Coleman Adams at Hai tforu, arose 
and said: "The chairman is absolutely, right, but we 
are all brothers here together and this brother lias 
something on his heart he wants to say. By unani¬ 
mous consent let us stand by the chaii man, and by 
unanimous consent let us hear the biother.. 

That was the kind of "diligence” which served 

the Lord.” , t _ ., ,. 

We can’t hear every brother at Providence, but 

we can exhibit that kind of spirit. In spite of rules 
and regulations, we must be free to do anything by 
unanimous consent which we want to do. . 

The duty of speaking, the duty of keeping still, 
the duty of keeping our tempers—all enter into the 
wise despatch of business. Men who can shed light 
on a subject should sacrifice their inclinations and ge 
up. Often they feel that it puts them on a par with 
the "wordy” and the "windy” and they refuse to 
jeopardize their dignity. They are wrong. On the 
other hand men who are tempted to speak often should 
ask themselves one question: "Is what I have to say a 
contribution?” Not "can I speak well or to the point, 
or even eloquently,” but "is what I have to say needed 
at this juncture or has it all been said and is it all dear 

already to the delegates? ’ „ . „ 

There is so much to be done at General Conven¬ 
tions that wise men, intensely' interested., alive to 
every turn, may well find their real service one ol 

silence during business sessions.

N OT long ago we heard a sermon by a young 
Baptist preacher from M ales in which he 
took up the assertion made by so many people 
in our day that “God seems unreal.” . And this young 
man told his congregation quietly and positively that 
it was simply because people made no attempt to keep 
up any kind of an acquaintanceship with God ; 

“Let a young man go away from home, he de¬ 
clared, “and never write to his father and mother, 
never hear from them or about them, never talk of 
them or think about them, and after a lapse of years 
there is no question about their becoming unreal to 
him! They exist but they do not exist for him. It is 
the same way with the Heavenly Father.” 

If we never talk to God, never think about Him, 
never listen for His voice, God gradually passes out 
of our lives. All psychologists agree that “the power 
of attention is limited in scope.” If we fill the mind 
with one kind of thing exclusively, other things are 
crowded out. We fill the mind with business, with 
pleasure, with ambitions of one kind or anothei, and 
we have no ulace left for Him who gives meaning to it 
all. It is not a question of the "unforgivable sin 
or of “God turning away.” It is simply a question of 
our having no room for Him in our lives. 

The text which we need to frame and put up m 
our offices is "Be still and know that I am God. 
Literally, "Cease ye,” "Let your hands drop down, 
stop this rush and hurry. Take time for that which 
gives the truest happiness on earth. Know that there 
is a God. Walk with the Great Companion and Fnend.

At the meeting at Lake 
Mohonk last May it was agreed that no effort should he made to expand 
the Fellowship rapidly but that its development should he left to the 
person-to-person method. That the leaven has been working is revealed 
in the fact that, without a campaign for members, about 1,200 persons, 
from more than 35 states and a dozen foreign countries, have signed 
membership blanks. About 26 local groups have been formed. Ten sec¬ 
tional conferences have been held.

Dear Mr. Page: 


I have received the advance copy of your manuscript on 
"Is War Ever Justifiable?" and while it doubtless will be well that 
we should see each other and talk over both this book and our previous 
matters of conversat ion, I am writing you about it too. 

You.’hi-re done here I think a great piece of work. In an 
extraordinary way for one who holds so advanced a pacifist position, you. 
have maintained bal.-nce and restraint and freedom from exaggeration, and 
your massing of evidence is to me rery impressive and convincing. Through¬ 
out the’ early part of the hook I agree with you absolutely and from 
beginning to end of the book I was immensely impressed and at timesthrllled. 

On the other side, let me suggest a few points. 

In Chapter III I fear that you win your case a little too 
easily on the question of economic imperialism. I agree entirely with 
what you are driving at but I wonder if you do not pass over too lightly 
the positive problem which the idealists on the League of Nations tried to 
cover by the idea of mandates. There is? a real and puzzling problem to 
be solved, which has been sadly messed up by economic imperialists but 
which cannot be solved by the mere condemnation of what has failed. Would 
not a x^osltive and constructive suggestion make your negative case stronger? 

I wonder if you will not wish to revise your remark about 
Genian non-resistance in the Ruhr? Not only did it not succeed, but, 
having failed, the Ruhr can now become economically productive and there 
may be some chance of finding a way out of the critical situation there. 

Do you think you gain anything by so sweeping a statement about 
Ghandi? The danger of a book like this is exaggeration. You have kept 
remarkably free from it. But in a sentence like yours about Ghandi you use 
a superlative degree when a positive degree would be sufficient, and you 
intimate a sweeping desire for the independence of India without taking into 
account the fact that probably no intelligent Indian really desires it in 
so sweeping a sense as you seem to imply. 

It is in the last chapter, of course, that I find my great¬ 
est difficulty. You have made a very strong and challenging statement, 
but I think you win your case much too easily. Unless I misunderstand ywa, 
when you say that war is not necessary, a statement that really underlies 
the entire last chapter, you are using the diea in two senses. On the

We note your complaint in regard to rectal trouble and we would say'that 
this is aggravated by your mild constipation. The trouble consists, as^ 
found by the special examination, of internal hemorrhoids that are some¬ 
what ulcerated. The best method of cure, of course, for these is opera¬ 
tive and we would suggest that you consult with your surgeon in regard 
to the matter.

So far as correcting your constipation is concerned, we are enclosing 
dietary suggestions which wil 1 be found helpful and draw your attention 
to the beneficial use of .agar-agar and of mineral oil in doses of one to 
two ounces daily.

In one who has any degree of disturbance in the digestive canal special 
care needs to be taken Of the mouth and throat. Any infection in these 
regions will cause infected matter to be swallowed with the food. ' Any 
focus of infection anywhere in the body is detrimental to the health 
inasmuch as the toxic substances absorbed from it cause irritation to 
the vital organs. Such a focus of infection exi&ts in your tons* Is and 
there is also a nasal condition which should receive treatment, Ye ad¬ 
vise consultation with a nose and throat specialist in regard to both of 
t he s e . 


We are glad to report that the x-ray of yrur teeth does net show any sign 
of infection at their rorts but those which show resorption of the alveo¬ 
lar process should be checked up again by a similar method in about six 
months inasmuch as this condition frequently precedes more serious ones. 


Your - h emcglobin or blood coloring matter, pulse rate and blood pressure 
are within the normal range. Your slightly elevated temperature should be 
Observed from, time to tire to ascertain its permanency. 

Slight changes in your lungs need cause you no concern. At the present 
time they do not suggest any lung trouble. However, it would be well to 
have an x-ray made of these organs to further ascertain their condition. 
Your heart, genito-urinary and nervous systems are apparently functioning 
normally. Ycur urine does net show any signs of kidney disease. Ycur 
ears and eyes are essentially normal. 

In regard to your susceptibility to colds and your history of hay fever, 
we would suggest that a-proteir sensitization test be done to further 
ascertain the cause of this susceptibility. 

Zxcept that you do net get enough exercise and recreation ycur personal 
habits are in the main well chosen. Ye would suggest increasing the 
amount of exercise taken upon rising and indulging in some of the lighter 
calisthenics and gymnastics. It would be wise to shorten your hours of 
work to accomplish this. 

The above suggested recommendations may be carried cut through the Insti¬ 
tute or through your own private physician. 

Ye trust vqui 1 next annual examination oy tne Institute ^ill show a substm 
tial improvement, justifying a higher rating.

Dear Sir, 

Having seen the advertisement of your book, "The Sword or the 
Gross", in the Christian Century . I secured a copy which I read with 
great interest. A colleague who was giving some lectures in Sofia on 
progressive orthodoxy" asked me for some illustrations of past changes 
of viewpoint among Christian people, and X gave him your book^pointing 
out the parts about change of view among'ministers regarding temperance, 
slavery, etc. (By the way, I've not yet got back the book after tw6 
years I) He was delighted with the material for his lecture, and with 
the book. Without my knowledge he gave it to a Bulgarian young lady, pro- 
icient in English, to translate into Bulgarian. My colleague (Rev. L.D. 
Woodruff) suddenly died on June 14, last year, of appendicitis, and the 
translation has only recently come from the press. 

There is no treaty of any kind between Bulgaria and the U.S. and no 
copyright arrangement, so that neither you nor your publisher can pros¬ 
ecute us for infringement. As a matter of courtesy, however, I should 
have wished to ask your permission before translating the book had I 
been consulted about having this done. As it is, I trust that you will

Dear Kirby: 

I write this letter in the hope of catching you before 
you sail. I am very anxious to get my new book: to the press so 
that it will be launched in time for the campaign in the fall. 

I would like to have it ready in time for study courses of various 
agencies. I would like to take up the following questions with 
you: First, what is the best title? I would prefer "The World 
of Labor" but G. D. H. Co^e already has that title to a book 
known in England but little known in America. Basil Matthews, 
the missionary writer, has suggested that they would like to 
push the book in England. Possibly it might come out under 
a different title in England. Please take up with Doran the 
question of whether we should use Cole's title or what is the 
best alternative. Would any of the following do? "The Labor¬ 
ing World", "The World of Industry", "The Workers of the World", 
"The 'World's V/orkers", "The Evolution of industry", etc. 

Second, I can send most of the material from England before the 
end of July and the balance early in August. Could you arrange 
with someone in New York to correct galley proofs of such por¬ 
tions of the book as we should have ready to send from England? 

It should be someone used to correcting proofs and who knows 
industrial terms and the labor problems. Could the Bureau of 
Industrial Researoh,or Gleason, or some such person help? 

I would plan the book about the sige of "Facing the 
Crisis". I like the paper edition of "Facing the Crisis" very 
much. I can guarantee a reasonable number. I plan to give a 
chapter each on Japan, China and India whose conditions are sim¬ 
ilar to those in England a century and a half ago. I would then 
take a chapter showing the evolution of industry in Europe. A 
fifth chapter would be on thevBritish labor movement, a chapter 
or two on labor in Europe, and the last chapter on labor in 
America. 


I shall know in a few days whether I am to get into 
Russia or not. If I do I shall include a chapter on Russia. 

If the book is to be out before October 1,. it would mean you 
would have to help me on the last chapter dealing with America. 

I want to touch the sore spots and the backward places in American 
industry. Can you bring over with you material or references

such that I could, write a chapter on America while in England? 

It should include the American labor Movement, the United states 
Steel Corporation, West Virginia, backward legislation, etc. 

Please bring anything we need for this last chapter. 

I understand from Willis, whom I saw in portschach, that 
the cost of board,both in Toynbee and at Sutties.is bed and break¬ 
fast 6-6, lunch 2-6, dinner 3s, which totals 12s or $3.00 a day. 
This is higher than it was before. I am writing Catchpool to see 
if the price can be reduced in anyway, it might be possible to 
save on the luncheons by going out for tea near Toynbee Hall.

I am now studying the situation in Germany and will 
be going to the Ruhr in a few days; thence to Amsterdam, Paris 
and London which I hope to reach the last week in June if I 
do not go to Russia.

It was good of you in your crowded last weelc to cone in 
and have lunch with us,and better, to oonanit yourself in the midst of 
the other olalms upon your time this summer, to write an artiole which 
will give body and parts, as well as passion to the new sooial frontage 
of the churches. We have had so many rousing calls to the churches. We 
have had not a few assertions as to the new social spirit at work in 
them. Yet, as a matter of fact, so far aw the average newspaper reader 
goes, there is probably more head line evidence of the Ku Xlax Klan, 
of fundamentalism and reaotionarism than there was a year back, or two 
or three.

Toynbee Hall, London, July 27, 1923 


Dear Friends; 

Across the English Channel in thirteen minutes! That is 
the record we made the other day. We were, in the air just three 
hours in flying from Cologne to London. It was a wonderful ride and 
one that we shall never forget. The weather was almost perfect and 
it is impossible to describe adequately the beauty of the scenery. 

You doubtless know that this is the third season of the Amer¬ 
ican Seminar at Toynbee Hall, the famous pioneer settlement in East 
London. The party this year is composed of about ten ministers; ten 
college presidents and professorsj ten miscellaneous Americans, includ¬ 
ing labor leaders, business men, writers, YMCA and YWCA secretaries; 
and several foreign representatives from China, Japan, Germany and 
Czecho-Slovakia, The party is under the leadership of Sherwood Eddy. 

We have had a wonderful series of lectures on economic and 
international problems by some of the outstanding leaders, represent¬ 
ing various points of view. We usually have two addresses each day, 
followed by questions and informal discussion. Among the thirty speak¬ 
ers who have spoken to us are the following: Lord Haldane; Lord Milner; 
Ramsay MacDonald, leader of the Labor Party; Arthur Henderson, Secretary 
of the Labor Party; Arthur Greenwood, M.P.; Bernard Shaw; Professor Gil¬ 
bert Murray; Seebohm Rowntree, of the Rowntree Cocoa Works; Miss Margaret 
Bondfield, trade union leader; Miss Maude Royden; the Archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury; J. J, Mallon, Warden of Toynbee Hall; Stephen Graham, Journal¬ 
ist; J, L. Garvin, Editor of the Sunday Observer; A. G. Gardiner, for¬ 
merly Editor of the London Daily News. Lady Astor honored us with a 
reception and later had the group out at her country home for an after¬ 
noon, Various members of the group have had interviews with Lloyd 
George, H. G, Wells, E. D. Morel, F. W, Norwood, etc. Several of us 
were fortunate enough to secure seats in the House of Commons on the 
day of the great debate on the capitalistic system, and hesrd notable 
addresses by Lloyd George, Ramsay MacDonald, Arthur Henderson, the 
Secretary of the Admiralty, etc. 

It is very difficult for Americans to realize the seriousness 
of the economic situation here in the British Isles. In this highly 
industrialized nation, only one-third of the food consumed is produced 
on home soil. This means that England is absolutely dependent upon im¬ 
ports and exports. During the past three years she has been in the 
grip of a very severe industrial depression. The income of the country, 
in purchasing power, was $5,000,000,000 less last year than in 1914. 

From 1,500,000, to 2,000,000 men have, on. the average, been out of work 
during the last three years. The Government has been compelled to ex¬ 
pend about $2,000,000,000 in dealing with the destitution and poverty 
caused by unemployment. In a recent speach Mr. Lloyd George pointed 
out that in London alone there are three million persons living under 
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slum conditions. There is an appalling amount of destitution and mis¬ 
ery. London is slipping back into the abyss of three or four genera¬ 
tions ago. The approach of winter is viewed with alarm by all competent 
observers. Needless to say, the war and the severe economic depression 
have enormously increased the volume of commercialized vice. One speak¬ 
er told us this week that there are now ten times as many young girls 
and women on the streets as before the war r France is not the only 
country that has her devastated area as a result of the war. 

The British are noted for the moderation of their speech, yet 
speaker after speaker has warned us of the approaching orash in Central 
Europe and has pointed out the inevitable consequences for the rest of 
Europe and indeed for the whole world. Several of them have expressed 
the fear that European civilization may perish. Events are moving so 
rapidly that I shall not attempt in this letter to describe our impres¬ 
sions of the situation between France and Germany. Several of us had 
the privilege of making a tour through the Ruhr. Some time I hope to 
tell you of an important interview we had with the head of the famous 
Krupp works in Essen. There is every indication that the crash in 
Germany may come before this letter reaches you. Word has just come 
that the mark has dropped to 600,000 to the dollar and that chaos and 
anarchy are not far removed. 

We are leaving this evening for Paris, where an important se¬ 
ries of conferences are being arranged for our group. We then go on to 
Berlin for a week of intensive interviews and conferences. After that 
we are scheduled in Prague, Vienna and Geneva. What we shall see dur¬ 
ing the next month, no man can predict! I expect to be in England from 
the middle of August until we sail on September 22nd on the Aquitania. 

If America only knew how serious is the situation over here 
and how very much depends upon us, as the one powerful, prosperous and 
disinterested nation, we should hear less talk of "splendid isolation" 
and would square our action in accordance with the tragic need of the 
hour.

Dear Kirbys 



As I have written Dr. Eddy today, I am greatly impressed by the 
manuscript of your joint production and believe that it will do a great deal 


of good. 


I tym arrange easily with Miss Smock to have the envelopes addressed 
to 75,000 ministers and shall be glad to give her some counsel as to selections 
Lo be made-from the Lutheran and Southern Baptist lists. I would place the 
order with her today if our procedure with reference to an accompanying letter 
were clear. Under the circumstances I think I had better tell you the situation 
pretty fully and then await further advice. We will still be able to have the 
addressing finished by the middle of September. 


I should personally like very much to have an accompanying letter go 
either from Dr. Gulick or Mr. Johnson or nyself. Probably Dr. Gulick's name 
would count for more than Johnson’s or mine. I am not quite clear, however, as to 
the practicability of our doing this. 2!he manuscript of Dr. Eddy's is of such a 
distinctivejp ersonal character that we would have to make it pretty clear in any 
accompanying letter that we were sending out the book, not as an expression 
of an official position of the Federal Council but as a valuable statement of a 
point of view which is being taken by an increasing body of Christians. 

Since Dr. Gulick and Mr. Johnson have not yet had the opportunity of 
reading the manuscript I hardly feel that at the moment -that- I can do more than 
discuss the matter with them within the next week and then let you know how the 
land lies. If the time seems to be getting too short I will reach you by cable. 

I think there is no doubt but that we would be willing to send it out 
provided the accompanying letter clearly safeguarded the unofficial character 
of the document but I am wondering whether this might not be*'damning with faint 
praise’* and alw perhaps^ securing* a less sympathetic reading than if the book 
were siirply to drop upon people's desks unannounced.Cfll am still ready to invite 
a group of people to join in a Hound Hobin letter if you desire it, but on second 
thought it hardly seems to me that you would have much to gain from such a step. 
You and Dr. Eddy are yourselves better known than most of the people who would 
sign the letter! 


®ae questionnaire which you propose to send seems to me good, with the 
exception of the fourth question which I would be inclined to modify slightly 
so as to reads "Do you believe that the churches should w ithhold their sanction 
or support from any future War", rather than, "refuse to sanction, et cet." 











She meaning of the question is the same I suppose in either case, 
but the phrase “refuse to* seems to me unnecessarily ‘defiant?

Dear Friend! 

We have just returned from a most interesting and prof¬ 
itable trip to Paris, Berlin, and Geneva. Some three weeks earlier 
we made a tour through the Ruhr and the occupied area around Cologne. 
In Paris we were privileged to discuss international and economic 
questions with a number of influential oitizens. Receptions were 
given for our group by the Governor of the Bank of France and by the 
Le Matin, the famous newspaper. We were addressed by M. Seydoux 
and Count Fleury of the Foreign Office and various other officials, 
Stephane Lasaunne, editor of the Le Matin, various business men, 
labor leaders and cnurchmen. We also had a memorable trip across 
the battlefields to Arras, Lens and Vimy Ridge. 

In Berlin we were equally fortunate in being able to 
secure interviews with a number of prominent persons representing 
various points of view, including two members of the Cabinetj the 
American Ambassador in Berlin; Sigmund Schultze, the famous pastor; 
Director Voegi.er, chief associate of Hugo Stinnesj several important 
trade union officials; leaders of the German Red Cross; so.cial work¬ 
ers, etc. We were privileged to secure seats for the Reichstag'the 
afternoon that Chancellor Cuno gave his last address, and followed 
with intense interest the commotion created by the communists. While 
in the Ruhr we had an interview with the heed director of the famous 
Krupp works. From Berlin we went to Dresden, Prague and Geneva for 
short visits. 

I am finding it no easy task to reach conclusions with 
regard to the major problems over here, so complex is the situation 
and so contradictory is the evidence presented. Just now I am trying 
to classify and digest the voluminous data which we have gathered. 

I have tentatively summarized my chief impressions as follows: 

I. The nations of Europe are desperately afraid - afraid 
of each other and afraid of the future. In France evidence of this 
fear is found on every hand and is not difficult to understand, espe¬ 
cially after a visit to the devastated areas. France is afraid that 
her fair lend will 'again be invaded and that once more rivers will 
flow with the blood of her fine t young life. In her fear she has 
ceased to have any confidence whatever in other means of protection 
than military force. She is, therefore, maintaining a larger standing 














army than Germany had before the war, when the mad race of armaments 
was at its height. In order to do this she is drawing upon her col¬ 
onies for troops, and scores of thousands of black troops are enrolled 
in the French army. The presence of these dark skinned African 
troops - the French .make a careful distinction between dark skins and 
black skins, hence their insistence that there are no black troops 
on the Rhine - in the occupied areas is having a most terrible psycho¬ 
logical effect upon tne Germans, especially so since they are re¬ 
quired to maintain brothels of German women out of German taxes for 
these troops. 


2. All the available evidence has convinced me beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that as a result of her fear and hate, France 
is determined to crush Germany completely. To understand her present 
actions in the Ruhr, it is necessary to go back to the Peace Confer¬ 
ence and to the secret treaties negotiated between France, Russia, 
England and Italy during the early years of the war. These treaties 
provided that generous slices of German territory should go to France. 
During the Peace Conference France insisted not only upon the disarm¬ 
ament of Germany and the restoration of the devastated areas - in 
which the whole world joined her - but also upon the annexation of 
the Saar, the separation of tne left bank of the Rhine from Germany, 
the military occupation of the Ruhr, the shackling of Germany’s 
economic life, and a war indemnity far in excess of the preposterous 
sum finally set by the Reparation Commission. 

It is well known that France was successful In having 
the major portion of her demands written into the Treaty. We some¬ 
times forget, however, that it was her insistence upon the permanent 
separation of the left bank of the Rhine from Germany, the annexation 
of the Saar, and the military occupation of the Ruhr, which almost 
wrecked the Peace Conference and caused President Wilson to cable 
for the "George Washington." France was finally compelled to yield 
her extreme demands - at least temporarily. All the evidence seems 
to indicate that those demands have never been abandoned and that 
she is as determined as ever to dismember and destroy Germany. In¬ 
deed, as we have often been reminded, Clemenceau said in the Cham¬ 
ber of Deputies that the Treaty of Versailles is only a means of 
continuing the war. 

The penalties for failure to carry out the Treaty - 
many of the provisions of which are utterly incapable of fulfill¬ 
ment - are so drastic that Germany is at the complete mercy of 
France. We were frankly told by French officials that they looked 
with favor upon the dismemberment of Germany and that they thought 
this would be a good thing for the Germans, as well as for Europe. 
Now that the United States has withdrawn. Great Britain is handi¬ 
capped by colonial problems and weakened by the industrial depres¬ 
sion, Germany is completely disarmed, France is at the height of 
her military power and is backed by a group of allies, she seems 
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to "be carrying out her original intentions. If she is successful 
it not only means the end of Germany as a world power, but also 
the political and economic chaos of the whole of Central Europe, 
with its seventy or eighty millions of German speaking people. 

3. The present policy of France is placing the moderate ele¬ 
ments in Germany under a terrific handicap. The stronger the pres¬ 
sure of France in the Ruhr and elsewhere, the more certain it 
becomes that Germany will swing toward, one of the extremes, commu¬ 
nism or monarchial dictatorship, and that civil war becomes Imminent. 
I do not for a moment believe that the German Government has done 
or is doing all that it could to carry out the Treaty of Versailles, 
or that it has sufficiently curbed the power of German industrial¬ 
ists. But the fact remains that as a result of pressure from 

without the extremes are gaining in power at the expense of the 
moderates. 

In spite of surface evidences of prosperity and the reports of 
tourists, I am wholly convinced that Germany is now in a desperate 
condition and that there will be indescribable suffering among the 
masses before the winter is over. As to the reasons why she 
is in this terrible plight, much might be written. After a visit 
to the famous museum of war in Berlin - where one sees the glories 

of war and glimpses the part it has played in German history, and 

indeed in the history of Europe - I was haunted by the idea contained 
in that old verse, "They that take the sword, shall perish by the 
sword." Then too, as I saw the hotels and pleasure houses crowded 
with profiteers - Germans and foreigners - eating, drinking and 
being merry upon the very blood of the poverty-stricken masses, I 
found it difficult to restrain my feelings. Especially was this 
true after a visit to the slums of Berlin, and interviews with 
social workers and Red Cross officials who gave us descriptions 
and statistics of malnutrition, slow starvation and disease. But 
these millions who are suffering beyond description, were they 
guilty for the war? Are they responsible for the present situation? 

What of the winter? What will starving and desperate multi¬ 
tudes do? No one knows. Everyone is afraid. There was general 
agreement among the persons with whom we talked that there is cer¬ 
tain to be violence and a revolution of some sort before the winter 
is over. This morning’s paper reports the mark at eleven million 
to the dollar, with unemployment increasing and conditions getting 
steadily worse. 

4. The experiences of this summer have fully convinced me of 
the desirability and inevitability of the League of Nations, if 
European civilization is to endure. There can be only one end to 
the mad policy of militarism now dominant in France and elsewhere. 

Not only Germany but the whole of Europe will topple into the dust 
of chaos and decay if this policy is continued much longer. The 
only answer to national armies is conference and cooperation. I am 
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more than ever aware of the failures and limitations of the League, 
hut I am filled with admiration and hope at what it has already 
accomplished, in the most unsettled period of human history, in the 
face of giant obstacles, and without the participation of three of 
the great nations. I find it difficult to describe my feelings of 
humiliation and shame when I think of America - rich and powerful 
beyond all nations of the earth - attempting to follow sn isolated 
and selfish course at such an hour of'orisis in the history of 
mankind. 


You may be interested to know that for some months I have been 
collecting material for a new book on war. By this time I have 
collected a good deal of data and many impressions. I am now con¬ 
centrating for some weeks upon the writing of this book. I think 
I shall call it, "Is War Bver Justifiable?" It will contain the 
following chapters: 1. Why Was the World War Fought? 2. What 
Did the World War Accomplish? 3. How Can the Next War Be Pre¬ 
vented? 4. Should the Churches Renounce War as Sin? I hope to 
have it off the press by the end of October and am eager to get 
your judgment upon it.

sociology professors sb he suggests. I realize you cannot make a decision 
until you have seen the article, but should like to have your reaction to 
the general idea on the assumption that the article will prove satisfactory.

Knowing that you are always interested In every ^ 
effort to bring about a clearer understanding of inter- ' 
national problems, and thus aid in the prevention of War, 

I am taking the liberty of sending herewith a oopy of \ 
the manuscript of a little book which I have Just written? 
entitled "Is War Ever Justifiable?" 

A glance through the table of contents will indicate 
the phases of the subjeot which are treated. 

I hope to have this book off the press by the end of 
Ootober* and am, of course, very eager to see it circul¬ 
ated very widely, I am therefore making a strenuous 
effort to raise a fund of fifteen thousand dollars to use 
in placing copies in the hands of large numbers of 
ministers, teachers, editors, etc, I write to ask 
whether or not you are in a position to aid in this 
undertaking. 

The manuscript con be printed as a paper-covered 
book of ninety-six pages of thirty-five thousand words 
for, from seven to ten oents each, depending upon the 
quantity printed. The expenses of mailing would amount 
to about five cents additional, that is, eaoh oopy sent 
put would cost from twelve to fifteen oents, I am 
wondering if you oould find it possible to furnish a 
thousand dollars, with which we could place copies in the 
hands of, from six to eight thousand ministers and teach¬ 
ers.

My dear Kirby: 

I want to say "How-do-you-do” to you as you reach America. 
It is mighty good to see you again and to know that you are once more 
in "the land of the brave and the home of the free." 

I have been saying in my speeches since I have come back 
that America's attitude in the world situation doesn't look very 
brave from the other side. Yes, I am still alive, buf'we have no 
bananas 1 ,! 


I have Just written Mr. Eddy about that tentative date he 
has in our church. If you get a chance back up my suggestion with 
a little extra touch of your own. He really does seem to have some 
faith in your opinions. We will of course be glad to arrange any¬ 
thing he wants in Dayton. I want him primarily to take a Sunday 
evening at my church. We might arrange an afternoon meeting at Mem¬ 
orial Hall. We can get him a morning meeting in one of the churches 
and probably several other chances to address various other groups if 
he cares to. 

After leaving you Mrs. Krumbine and I had a wonderful time 
"ruminating" about Germany and seeing life, if not steadily, at least 
fairly whole. We took a hurried trip back to Berlin and had some in¬ 
terviews on our own aocount, I actually penetrated the mysteries of 
the Foreign Office. We spent an hour with one of the secretaries and 
emerged with a perfectly fine letter to the folks in the Ruhr. 

We went through the Ruhr and had a really remarkable ex¬ 
perience. As a matter of fact it was the most notable thing we did 
all summer. We got a chance to meet a great many people and to see 
at first hand sane of the satanic program of the French, Eddy cer¬ 
tainly did not exaggerate in any way. When he told his story I ques¬ 
tioned the wisdom of saying everything he did. Since I have come 
back here I am going even beyond what Eddy said. The thing must be 
told. 


To my mind, however, we will have to guard against convert¬ 
ing an anti-German attitude into an anti-French attitude. Any anti- 
attitude only adds stupidity to stupidity. A trip to Europe this 
summer ceftainly tends to take the laughter out of one s life. I 
only wish I might have stayed there and helped Causey in the wonder¬ 
ful" thing that he is doing in the Ruhr. 

When may we expect you in Dayton? I want to put you on my 
Sunday Evening Program. If you are going to be along some time dur¬ 
ing the winter let me fix you up. Hasn't it been remarkable how well

Your letter of August 31 from London is greatly 
appreciated. I am talcing it to an editor friend of mine, 
whoa I think will make use of some of the material. 

I am tremendously interested in your new book on 
"War" and want a copy as soon as possible. I wish that 
in that book or another might be a full discussion of the 
question "Is War Inevitable." So many people seem to have 
a fatalistic idea that there have always been wars and 
always will be and even bolster up their position oy 
torturing certain well-known passages of scripture to carry 
up their meaning.

one side you mean that war is not permanently and rationally necessary, 
that it can be done away with, and that it must be done away with if 
civilization is to continue. On the other side, you mean that human 
nature, education, and habitual thought being what they are, the actual 
situation, political and psychological being what it is, any nation at 
once, on the stroke of the clock, can arop war, close its war office, 
and, if the top of page 104 is to be taken at its face value, can scrap 
its army and navy utterly. You will surely recognize that these two 
meanings are not identical and that the real difficulties lie precisely 
in the difference between the two. -I feel sure that you have not 
frankly faced up to these actual perplexities in your last chapter. 

Under the circumstances, do you want me to write an 
introduction to the book? If you do I will gladly write it, but it 
will have to run something like this: 

H 0r. Page has written for us one of the most challenging 
books that has appeared for many a year. Whether the 
reader agree with all his opinions or not, there is no 
better opportunity than this book affords for the 
Christians of America to face sq&urely the most crucial 
social issue of our day. Even though a man were to 
differ violently with Mr. Poge, he would better read 
this book. He will find here *. way of thinking that 
is disturbing the conscience and challenging the devo¬ 
tion of many of the best characters in the younger 
generation. 

'♦This warm coinmencL&tion does not mean that I myself agree 
with everything that Mr. Page says. Entire agreement 
of that kind is rare, even when a man reads again hooks 
which he himself has written, much more rare when one 
independent mind reads what another has written. I do 
not see so clearly as Mr. Page does the possibility and 
value of the absolutist pledge to which he calls the 
churches in liis last chapter. iM' I do see this: that 
war is the most colossal and ruinous social sin that 
afflicts mankind today; that it is utterly and irremedi¬ 
ably unchristian; that however armed conflict in times 
past my have served an evolutionary purpose it has now 
become not only futile but suicidal and that recognition 
of this f,,ct is necessary to the continuance of civiliza¬ 
tion; that the w_,.r system means everything which Jesus 
did not mean *,nd means -rajthing ths* t he did mean i 

that it is a more blatant denial of every Christian 
doctrine about G-cd and man than all the theoretical 
atheists on earth ever could devise. What I do see 
is that the quarrels between fundamentalists and liber¬ 
als, high churchmen, broad churchmen, and low churchmen 
are tithing mint, anise, and cummin if the church does not 
deal with this real issue of Christ against war. And for 
myself, while I recognize as more weighty than Mr! Page 
feels it to be the difference between calling war wicked, 
futile, unchristian and unnecessary, and saying that on 
the stroke of the clock any nation can forthwith close its 
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war office, scrap its army and nary, and w holly adopt 
an absolutely pacifist policy, I mast say that the more 
I consider war, its horror, its misery, its futility, 
its imminent threat to all that mankind in its best 
moments cherishes, the more difficult I find it to 
imagine any situation in which I shall feel justified 
in sanctioning or participating in another war. 

"Let a man read this book with an independent mind. 

No one would wish that more than Mr. Page himself. 

But let him not dodge its challenge. Mr. Page is 
engaged here in the high business of taking Jesus 
in earnest, and a more necessary Christian procedure 
just now it is impossible to imagine." 

As I read this orer I am not at all sure that it would 


hurt your book at all. It might eren make it more exciting to read.
